ſeveral 'Peririons adreF'd ro Monſ. Colberr, with the 
title of my Lord, which was never given to him ill 
finee'che impriſonment of Monſieur  Fowquet ; chat 
this was a proof, 'they had: come into his Houle 
without bis knowledge, and ſearche there ar rheir 
own pleaſure; and*twas an infallible conſequence, 
that 'they*did-fo with a-defign eo ruin. him, becauſe, 
thar-under pretence-of fearching'in that manner, they 
had carried away all the Papers:which he ſhould uſe 
for his Juſtification; that notwithſtanding all this, he 
had clear'd himfelf of the great Crime; his enemies 
made {uch a ſtir about, of waſting the Revenues 'of 
the Crown; that he had laid before them an account 
of his eſtare , what he had'when he entered upor the 
Miniſtry, and-what he had with his Wife; (which 
rogether amounted to-above a- million ) what:Pen- 
fions- he had received, and what had ſell tohimup- 
on-ether:occafions. -And though theſe were: very - 
conſiderable, yet he bad not oply ſpent al mi the 
| ervice

ſervice of his Majeſty, but was run into Debt above 
two Millions : that his extravagance ought nor _to 
be reckon'd criminal, fince he had means enough of 
his own to do ir, without wrong to the King, and 
he had done no injury to any body, bur himſelf, 
poor man, and his Family. 
; The greace(t part of the Judges were amaz'd, noc 
: fo much ac che diſcourſe of this man, tho thathad a 
reat deal of force with it, but to ſee how little 
evalued the great Men, whom he knew he ſhould 
difoblige ar the higheſt rate. Now, as we cannot 
do our Neighbour.a better ſervice than by a good ex- 
2mple to fer him in the right way, all thoſe that ſpoke 
after him; were of che Game mind, and thoſe who had 
before given their Voices for hisCondemoation,being 
aſhamy' of ſo: unjuſt a Sentence 3; retracted their 
judgment; fo thar-ina moment, there was ſeen: ſuch 
ac nge in the Court, as if ſome influence from a- 
bove, had wrought.a miracle upon them : However, 
as there- was cauſe \enovgh ro inflict ſome puniſh- 
ment pon Monfteur Fexquer, either for that- proje& 
' of a revolt I mention'd, or that he had fortifyed 
Bell Ile on his own account , they thought fie to 
condemn him to Banuhment. -They were very much 
{urprized ar Court, at a Sentence ſo little expected 3 
and it quite broke off their journey to Charrres, and 
Monſieur Colhere fearing that if, Monſieur Fouquet 
ſhould ever be at liberty, he would find an occaſion, 
ſome time or other, to let the King know certain 
chings which i: concern'd him to have kept ſecrer, 
prevail'd upon the King, to change the Sentence of 
Baniſhment, to a perpecual. Priſon. After ! then he 
had laid I know not how long. in the Dangeon at 
7 Vincennes ,: they carryed him to-Pignerol, - where he 
; coatinged at leaſt ſixteen or ſeventeen years : Fae 
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this was the Pennance for his fanlts, for they who 
knew him in that place of Perſecution; fay he made 
{o good uſe of ir, that nothing could have happen'd 
more to his advantage. And fince I have nam'd 
this, I cannoc forbear telling you a ſtory, that hap- 
pen'd upon the occafion- of his meeting with Mon- 
fieur De Lauſan, who was cqmmitted to the ſame 
Prifon about ten years after, and from whom I re- 
ceiv'd this account. Upon the firſt meeting they (a- 
Juced one another, and Monfieur Fexquee not recol- 
lefting immediately where he had feenſhim, askr 
him his Name? Whether or no he had forgot him 
in the time of his Diſgrace : Or that, as twas moſt 
likely, Monfieur De Lanſun was not ſo conſiderable 
11 his time, as to be known to him ? But Mon= 
fieur De La»ſux having given him ſatisfaRtion who he 
was, goes on to make himſelf known to him, with 
the common vanity of telling ones own Hiſtory, by 
acquainting him with the particulars of his life.' 
Monfieur Foxquet heard him very intently, for he 
was extreamly furpriz'd at ſome diſcourſe he pre- 
tended to have had with the King, about Madam de 
AMonaco; How he had told his Majeſty he was no 
better than a Tyrant, in offering to take away his 
Miſtreſs from him, and how he refus'd to ſerve in 
his Office ef Collonel General of the Dragoons, in 
the Army which marcht into ah 3 how he had aske 
the King to be made General; and upon the refuſal 
had thrown up his Commiſfion. In ſhort, how bis 
Majeſty had ſent him to the Baſile, from whence 
nevertheleſs he was releagd in four and twenty hours; 
to rife the ter in his favour: Monſieur Fouque: 
gave him the hearing, bur obſerving the man, and 
eaking notice of the very mean fignre he made, he 
could not perſwade _. the King, pg ag 
| rinet 
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in at the diſappointment, and all che conſequences of 

that affair ; he could not forbear turning to another 

Priſoner of State, that had join'd them jult before,

ſtrange paſlages of his life, which did but confirm 
Montieur Foxguet in his former opinion. | 

Bar to return to Monſieur Co/berr, who was now 


' by the diſgrace of this Miniſter become ſo powerful 


at Courr, and had the Kings ear ſo entirely, that he 
grew uneaſy to Monſieur Tebier; this latter had been 
an old Courtier, and having done very great ſervices 
co the State, it was bur juſt he ſhould expe ſome 
marks of diſtin&tion. The firſt merhod that Colbert 


took to fix his Repntation, was to change the whole 


form, and eſtabliſh a new exa& order in the Cham- 
ber of the Finances, reforming the number of Offices, 
and ſuppreffing the Under-Treaſurers and their De- 
pendencies, who were all clapt up in Priſon upon 
prerence of having cheated the King; ſo that thoſe,

underſtand that he thought no berter of this Gen- | 
tleman, Monfiear De Laſun perceiv'd it, but made | 
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forc'd to part with all they had to fatisfie his extra- 
vagant Demands: Indeed to ſay the truth, there 
was very groſs abuſes pracic'd in the Finances, and 
*twas no more than neceflary they ſhould be redreſt 
But here were ſeveral great perſons touch'd by this 
Afair, for thele fellows being rich, had ally'd them- 
ſelves to ſeveral conſiderable Houſes; as the Duke 
de St. Agnan for one, whoſe eldeſt Son the Count 
de Seri, was tO marry Madamoiſelle de Monero, the 
Daughter of one of theſe Officers, wich whom he 
was to have two Millions of Livres. This Duke 
being very much in faveur, as we have formerly 
ſaid, and Monſieur Co/ber: apprehending ſome i!l 
Offices from him,who was alſo a'very riſing man, he 
appeaſed him by gromieg him his eldeſt Daughter 
for his Son, inſtead of Madamoilelle d& Aontro: 
*T was thought he made this promiſe againſt his in- 
clination, the Duke being not very rich, and he had 
a proſpect of marrying her more advantageouſly 5 
but whatever his thoughts were, he durſt not have 
joue back from his word, if the Count de Seri had 
iv'd to accept of it: Wherefore to preſerve his 
friendſhip with the Dake, he told him, that tho it 
had pleas'd God to diſpoſe of his Son, yet that he 
had another left, and tho he was young, that ſhould 
not hinder their zlliance, fince he had a younger 
Davghcer of a ſuitable age, and he would give him 
his word ſhe ſhould be referv'd for hime The Duke 
de St. Agnan;, who had occafion for money, and 
knew no where to get qe fortune for his Son, 
eaſily conſented ra x offer 3 when they were grown 
vp, Monſieur Colbert was as good as his word to him, 
and they were marry'd accordingly. | 
_ The reaſon which induc'd Monſieur Colbert to be 
ſo fond of this alliance, = becauſe the Duke 4 
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212 
St. Agnan, as we mention'd before, grew every day 
more and more in fayonr; for the King, who was 
now fallen in love with Madamoiſelle de la Vahtiere, 
one of the Dutcheſs of 0rlears's Maids of Honour, a 
Lady of no extraordinary beauty, but one who was 
_ more agreeable than rhoſe that were infigitely more 
handſom, and had a mind to conceal it from the 
Queen, commitred the management of that intrigue 
to the Duke. This young Lady was but of an in- 


different Family, ſhe was the Daughter of one of the 


principal! Burghers of Towrs, which tho they pre- 
rended to fome Nobility, 'twas only that Hemry 3d, 
when he retir'd to Towrs in the time of the Civil 
Wars, had enobled her Great Uncle, which deſcend- 
ed but to his Heirs, if he had any, and which ſhe 
could lay no claim to z bur her Father indeed having 
got a conliderable Poſt in the Army, marry'd a Lady 
of Quality, which gave his Children ſome pretences 
ro it, However it was, ſhe was entertain'd by 
che Datchels of 0-leans, without (crupling her 
- Gentility 3 and before the King had any thoughts of 
her, there was a Gentleman fo in love with her,chac 
he intended co marry her ; he was of a very good 
family near Chartres, and Heir to an Eſtate of twen- 
cy thouſand Livres a year, which was counted an 
advantageous March to her, his Name «vas Efour- 
ville, and was a Lieutenant in the Guards 3 he had 
but one misfortune, which was, that his Eſtate lay 
ſo much in the power of his Father, that hedurſt not 
marry without his conſent: $o he was obligd to 
leave his Miſtreſs for a while , to ſollicit the old 
Gentleman upon that account. It was gone fo far 
. on her ſide, that ſhe defit'd him to make as ſhort a 
ſtay from her as waspoſſible ; and *wwas gone ſo far 


0 his ſtde, that he needed no ſuch imporcunity, on 
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he had a Father to deal with, that requir'd more time 
co confider of it than he was aware of, for the 
meanneks of her Birth, and eſpecially of her Eſtate; 
were difficulties which were not ſo ſoon over with 
him,but took up fo much time,that when he had re- 
concil'd things, and returnd at laſt with his Fachers 
conſent, he found things were ftrapgely alter'd in 
his abſence, for the King had not only appex'd to 
be in love with his Miſtreſs, but ſhe had prevented 
his Addrefſes by making a diſcovery of her paſſion 
for him. He met with this News for his firſt wel- 
come to Paris, but being loth to believe it from any 
mouth but her own, ihe went to the Palace Rozal to 
wait on her; he did not find his acceſs to her fo eaſy 
as formerly, the King having plac'd thoſe about ker 
whoſe obſervation made it neceffary for her co be 
cautious who ſhe converſt with ; which ſhe aader- 
ſtood fo well, and withal being full of her nzw 
Grandeur, that when he ſent up his name to her, ſhe 
made ſtrange of it, and return'd that the knew no 
ſach perſon. Eſftowrville knew how to interpret this 
anſwer, and tho he made no more doubt of the 
truth of his. misfortune, her ingratitude 
overcame him, that he kept his Bzd upon ir. His 
Friends, who knew the particulars, accus'd him of 
folly, in being concern'd for ſo perfidious a creature ; 
but being uncapable of impreſſion by all their re2- 
ſons, he left them an example, that *cis not impoſh - 
ble for a true Lover to break his heart, for indeed 
he languiſh'd about three weeks, and then died; 
exclaiming on the Togratitnde of Madamoiſelle &e 
la Vatltere to the laſt, charging one of his Friends, 
juſt as he was expiring, to tell her, that ſhe was the 


only cauſe of his Death. 
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Monſieur the intereſts of 
Madamoiſelle de /« Valiere, from the firſt -moment 
that he found ſhe had an influence opon-We King, 
and this gave him the advantage of all pretenders to 
the Kings favour. In the mean'time , I, who had 
liv*d all my days among the Grandees, found my 
ſelf now as-it were alone, and forgotten of all the 


world, if it had not been for my little Tn- 


come, I have ( often mention'd, I ſhould have 


been in but an ordinary condition, My Father was - 


yer living, and tho he was very eaſy on account of 
hisfamily, moſt of them being provided for by the 
good Offices I had done them, yet I could never have 
the benefit of the leaſt ſupply from him 5 on the 
contrary, if a Glaſs of Water would have ſav'd my 
life, I verily believe, he would have ſuffer'd me to 
periſh for want of thar relief: This was a ſenſible 
grief to me whea [ refleted on it ; bur as it pleas'd 
God I was not quite reduc'd, I bore it with the more 
patience, eſpecially when I confider'd, that it was 
not from any faulr of mine. Ac laſt, about the lat- 
rer k'Y of the year 1663. I receiv'd a Letter from 
his Caurate to come down with all ſpeed, if I had 
any defire to ſee him before he dy'd.: I had no bufi- 
neſs to hinder me, fo I took Poſt immediately, and 
in ſix hours time T was at his Houſe; he was furpriz'd 
ro ſee me, and imagin'd preſently that I had been 
privately ſent for, but however he made as if he 
was glad to ſee me, and told me I had prevented him, 
for his deſign was to have ſent for me z that he being 
weak, and his great age making ic improbable thae 
he ſhould recover, he was willing to ſettle his affairs, 
and as there was norhing he defit?d to prevent more, 
chan Law Suits among Relaticns, he. did not ſup- 
pole I would refuſe, conſidering the Copdinen | 
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which I ſaw him; to agree matters now with+ his 
Wife and my Brothers ; and he pretended to oblige 
me in doing it. For this purpoſe he xold me, he in- 
tended his Eſtate ſhould be equally divided , his 
Wife coming in for a part, beſides her Joyncure ; 
that this was for my advantage, for ſhe had brought 
- a great fortune ro him, and which his Eſtare was 
engag'd fors ſo that if ſhe ſhould come to demand 
it, as is cuſtomary in like caſes, ſhe would carry 
away above half the Eſtate. I made no anſwer at 
all roa Propoſal ſo anjuſt, he having no regard in 
that diſcourſe co the Joynture of my own Mother, 
which was my Birthright, and which he ought ro 
have reſerv'd for me, when he marry'd again. He 
took my filence in this caſe for an afſent to his Pro- 
poſal, and without preſſing me to any reply, ſent 
away for a Notary- I ſuffer'd all this without giving 
him the trouble of any contradiction, in reſpect to 
his indiſpofition ; bur when I ſaw the Notary was 
come, and he began to diate theſe things to him, 
I beg'd him to defer ic, till I ſhould take ſome ad- 
vice aboutictz that I defir'd him to remember, that 
I was his Son as well as the reſt, that they had always 
enjoy the priviledges cf his houſe, which I had 
been depriv*d of, 'That his eldeſt Son by this ſecond 
Wilſe was already provided with two good Benefices, 
ſo that he might not only very well bate his Legacy, 
but was in a good condition to affiſt his younger 
Brother ; that I had diſpos'd of his Daughter, who 
was rich enough alſo to have no need of it; that I 
did not fay this with any thought of depriving her 
of the. Inherirance, nor to take that from them 
which Nature had given them a right to, but that 


he onght to conſider me upon the ſame accounts. 


thatI would conſent, if he pleasd, that he ſhould 
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_ give my Mother-in-law a Penfion as large as he 
thought fit,which I'was ready to confirm, and alſo a- 
nother to my youngeſt Brother,that ſo,if his Brother 
ſhould not be kind to him, he might have where- 
withal to ſubfiſt 3 but for the reſt he muſt permit 
me to adviſe upon it, as I had {aid before. 

There was nothing could be more fair than my 
Propoſal, and indeed it was a meer impoveriſhing 
my ſelf to enrich others : But my Father was (o be- 
witcht to my Mother-in-law and her Children, that 
he would certainly have got up and ftruck me, if he 
had been able ro life himſelf up io the Bed ; he told 
mn, that now he ſaw all that had been ſaid to him of 
me confirm'd; that I was an unnatural Dog, and 
one that would ſhorten his daysby my Diſobedience ; 
' that he had made me a Propofal roo much to my 
advantaze, but- that I would:deprive my elf of ic 
purely in malice to diſturb the Family 3 that he did 
not wonder I had fo many broils with my Maſters, 
who were better acquainted with my humours than 

him; that another in my place would have made 
His fortune; but rhat God had dealt with meas I had 
deferv'd; that I ſhonld get out of his fight, that he 
might not be diſcomposd at his departing out of che 
world ; that if I continu'd in that reſolution, he 
would leave me his hearty Curſe,: and that I ſhould 
conſider of it, whether I was willing he ſhould dye: 
in that opinion. 

I muſt confeſs to.you, I wiſht my ſelf. a thouſand 
miles off when I heard him alk ar this rate; I en- 
_ deavour'd to pacify him by the-moſt profound Sub- 
_ miffions, and labouring to make him ſenſible, thar 
what I demanded was nothing bur. juſtice. I rold 
him once more, that if he did not pleaſe co let things 
go in the ordinary way of Juſtice,.. for hy

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ſhould be roo much to the prejudice of my Mother- 
in-law, I was willing they ſhould have the Eſtate 
who wanted ; thatl had as much occafion of it as 
any of them, eſpecially fince there was a talk of 
ſopprefling the Bank of Z5o», or atleaſt of retrench- 
ments upon the particular rents of its that - my 
Brother the Abbot was liketo be richer than all of 
us rogether, fiom whom I had reaſon to expe&t 
nothing, fince, tho he ow'd all his fortunes ro my 
procurement, he never offer'd me a farching when 
he ſaw me in ſo much neceffity. 
- My Paſſion perhaps might make me think this the 
moſt reaſonable diſcourſe in the world ; - I thoughe 
ſo indeed, bur my Father it ſeems was of another 
opinion, and: I had the unhappineſs that he dy'd 
withour being yeconci?d to mez *rwas none of my 
fault, and fo I believe his Curſe had not the effect 
hedefird upon me. At his Death I enterd upon 
the Eſtate, and ſer my Seal upon the Goods, which 
you may be ſure put my Mother-in-law into a great 
rage : She, who, when I cid all I could to oblige 
her, perſecuted me with ſo much cruelty, would nor 
fail to exclaim againſt me upon this proceeding 3I did 
now as I usd to do formerly, let her ſay what ſhe 
pleas'd, and the rather, becauſe fhe never had more 
occafionz however that ſhe -might have nothing 
jaſtly to reproach me with, and not out of any di- 
truſt of my own Title, I offer d her. a thouſand 
Crowns 2 year, provided ſhe would relinquiſh her 
other pretenfions : this was a Preſent ſhe ought to 
have look'd upon as very civil in me, for in juſtice 
ſhe could hope for nothing but her own Fortune, of 
which the beſt part was never paid 3 but ſhe having 
taken ſome meaſures which I knew nothing of, ſenr 
me word, that I ought to have accepred the offers 
my 
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my Father had made me, if I had been well advis'd; 
bur that ſince 1 had nor, I ſhould fee in a ſhort time 
whether I was in the right or no. 

This ſort of talk did not trouble me, having no 
apprehenſions of- the trick they were going to play 
me, but went onto make out my Title, and was 
bufie with the Advocates, who according to their

of it; but all the anſwer ſhe made me was, that the

prehead for the ſoul of me what ſhe hadin her head, 
rill at laſt ic diſcover it ſelf in a moment,to my no 
ſmall diſturbance» The perſon that made the Inven- 
tory brought me a bag of papers ty'd together, with 
a Ballet or Ticket upon it, in which was written 
with my Mothers own- hand- as follows, Di/burſe- 
wents paid of. my Aeney out of the ſeveral parts of my 
allowance, due to me. from my Huthand, for which I have 
the Preference of Demand npon his Eft ate, before all other 
Debts, IT was not much furpriz'd at this, till I had 
look'd a lirtle further 3 but raking rhe papers out of 
the bag, 1 aw iome contracts of Settlements, made 
by my Grandfather to ſome particular perſons in truſt, 
for payment of Debts, one of .whigh was for he 
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leſs than fifty ch 

my Mother pretended had been juſt, ſhe might well 
ſay,I had no cauſe to laugh,ſhe would ſpoil my Mirth ; 
for I was remov'd out of the Family when I was bur 
a Child y, and had never any account of their 
affairs, ſo that I could ſay nothing to. this till I was 
better inform'd: I ſaw well enongh there was a 
juggle in it, and the moſt favourable conſtruction I 
cauld paſs on it, as to my Mother-in-law was, that 
ſhe had imploy'd the Revenue of her Sons Benefices 
to her own uſe; that which confirm'd me in this 
thought was, that tho my Brother the Abbot lefc all 
' his affairs to the management of his Father and 


Mother, yet I found but eight Livres and a half of - 


ready Money in the Houſe when my Father dy'd, a 


fine ſum for a Family that made ſuch a figure in the. 


Country ; or rather a very good mark of my Mo- 
thers extraordinary management. However, after I 
had mus'd upon this Caſe a while, I began to con- 
{ider, that 'twas impoſſible my Grandfather ſhould 


leave ſo many Debts, fince the whole Eſtate did not - 


amount to more, and my Father had warry'd two 
of his Siſters, and had p3id them five and twenty 
thouſand Livres each for their Portions ; and from 
hence I thought this was an infallible conſequence, 
that my Father was far enough from having his Eſtate 


ſo much encumber'd ;- but that they were old Con- 
tracts that they had reviv'd by ſome clandeſtine me- + 
ods, to make pretenſions upon the Eſtate 3 the

kind or another to my Mother-in- law. © 

I acquainted ſome very judicious perſons with my 
ſaſpicions, who were preſently of my opinion, and 
after them the Lawyers, who advis'd me however, 
before I made any ſtir about it, or commenc'd My 
"5245 log?

thouſand Crowns; ſo that if what © 
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Suit at Law in the caſe, which could not bur be 
very inconvenient to me, that I ſhould try if I 
could any way underhand difcover the Cheat. I 
try'd all the ways that 1 could pony think of, 
having ſet ſeveral Perſons of Quality of thar Pro- 
vince to work for me, who knew what I had done 
for the Family, and were mov'd to compathon to 
 ſke me us'd in fuch a manner : But cho they us'd their 
utmoſt skill, and very heartily too, the Agents my 
Mother-in-law had employ'd, had plaid their game 
co0 ſure ro be diſcover'd, and no doubt had been 
well enough paid, ſo that all our endeavours were 
to.no purpoſe, and I was forc'd at laſt to begin a 
tedious Suit at Law. Then I charg'd them with 
Forgery concerning thoſe pretended Reinburſemears, 
and having obtain'd the liberty to publiſh a Monitory 
thereof, I caus'd it co be read in the Churches of 
thoſe Pariſhes where they liv'd, whom I ſuſpected 
had a hand in the fraud, hoping that che cime of 
Chriſtmas being at hand, when every one was to paſs 
for Abſolution, *'twould oblige chem co conſult feri- 
ouſly with their Conſciences. My Siſter (how'd 
me atthis time a particular mark of her Gratitnde 
ſhe came to me and told me, that tho ſhe knew 
what ſhe was going to ſay would embroil her with 
her Mother, if ever ſhe ſhould come to hear of ir, 
ſhe would nevertheleſs wirneſs the trath fo far as to- 
tell-me, that ſhe had heard my Father often ſay; in 
diſcourfing of ſeveral things with my Morher-in-Jaw,. 
that his Father had not left him one Farthing in 
debt, but that on the other hand he found eight thou- 
ſand Franks of ready money in the houſe athis death: 
She told me ſhe remember this, as perfe&ly as if it 
had not been above a quarter-of an hour ago, and 


that if it would do me apy ſervice, ſhe would make 
| affidavit 
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affidavit of it before a Judge : I gave her a thouſand 
thanks for her good will, but not being willing the 
ſhould incur rhe hatred of her Mother for her affe- 
Rion to me, | told her it ſhould ſuffice me to ſee 
ſuch a proof of her Love, without making her a 
facrifice; that I was ſorry I was in no better a con- 
dition for her ſake z that I had refolv'd ſhe ſhould 
be my Heir to that little I had, for I lov'd ſuch an 
honeſt principle ; in ſhort, ſhe did all I could defire, 
for ſhe gave me a Declaration ewo or three days 
after, wintoly the relinquiſhr any claim for her parc 
in any thing her Mother might pretend upon my 
Fathers Eflats acknowledging that it all belong'd 
to me, and charging her Son, in caſe of her Death, 
not to meddle with it, but co make me reſtitution :

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this, he ought to have done, as the Duke de Filler>y 
did, who, in the Campaign of Le/le, having quitied his 
Pot in the Trenches, and perceiving that people laught 
at him for it,brav'd Death ac ſelf;the nexr Winter,in tie 
Franche Comre, where he exposd himſelf more than 
the meaneſt Soldier in the Army. 
Bur to rerurn to the Marquis de Sable, he was carry 'd 
to Srrasbargh , where the Duke of Lorrain retir d, 
having his ordinary refadence in that City with his new 
Dutchels, who was of the Family of A/premont ; who 
tho ſhe was a very fine Woman, having not had the 
Small Pox, whuch has fince ruin'd her Beaury, yet this 
old Duke marry 4 her more for his Iczredt, than for 
her Perſon : There had been. a Suit at Law between 
him and her Father a long time, in which the Duke 
was caſt, and to avoid paying the Debr, he made up 
the buſinefs by marrying his Daughter. - The Marqis 
de Sable, who was a very compleat Gentleman, beti-- 
ving that this circumſtance, tcgether with the great 
diſproportionof Age between the Duke and the Ducch- 
eſs, might be a ſufficienr ground to form an Avertion 
between them, was reſolvd: to make a tryal, and ha- 
ving more inclination ta--4n Amour than to the War ; 
thought 'rwould make him ſome amends for his Impri- 
ſonment, if he could gain fo delicate a peiſon to be fa- 
vorible to his Addrefles. Tis hard to fay,whether he ſuc- 
ceeded in his deſign or not 3 bur it I ſthould be as for 
ward to cenſure, as the people that liv'd in the place, 
I ſhould make no queſtion of ic,but take it for granted, 
as they do : Bur as I am not apt to judge fo lightiy, 
and elipecially in caſes of ſuch moment, where the Ho- 
nour of a Perſon of ſuch Quality is concern'd, I ſhould 
rather chooſe to ſay, that tho 'twas probable it might be 
ſo, yer 'tis nor fate judging by probabilities ; however 
it was, the old Duke was not altogether without ſuſpi- 
cion, and to be ſure of him, he haiten'd him away, and 
ſent him back into France. Any Man, but $4b/e, would 
have been more ſenſible of the Glory of an In- 
trigue with ſuch a Princeſs, than of his Liberty ; but 
he, who took his own mw, was glad to be gone, _

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foreturn'd to Pars, where he ſoon comforted himſelf 
for the loſs of his Miſtreſs. _ | | 
_ As for the Duke of Lorrain, having nothing to di- 
ſturb him, he ſpent his time when he was not in the 
Field in fome Employments, which were very particu- 
lar to himſelf. He would go and viſit the meaneft 
Burghers, and would take more pleaſure in their com- 
pany than that of Perſons of the greateit Quality. 1 
ave ſeen him play ſtrange pranks when I was at #r«ſ- 
fels, I have ſcen him dance in the open ftreet among 
the Mob,. to the common Tunes of thoſe people ; and 
he took that opportunity once to make a conſiderable 
Preſent to a Lawyers Daughter, who ke had an Intrigue 
with, It was the faſhion in Brwſſe/s, to | ap the young 
Ladies Garlands of Flowers for the Head ; he gave her 
one, where there was Flowers indeed, but twas fet 
with Diamonds beſides. They judg d from rhence, 
that he was extreamly taken with her, for Liberality 
was not his character, but rather the contrary 3 but 
this was not the only proof he Exva/hge of his Paſſhon 
for her, She had a Mother who: had an averſion to any 
Thing of a Soldiers coming near her Daughter, there- 
fore he diſguis'd himſelf. hke one of the Long Robe, 
. that he might come ro ſee her, and the young one per- 
-{waded her Mother, 'twas a Preſident of Nazxcy, and the 
good Woman very honeftly beliey'd her. This fort of 
diſguiſe was very common, but he had a great many 
others, in which no-man took ſo much pleaſure as him- 
felfs He lodg'd in the Rne de Fripiere, call'd fo from 
the Pawn-brokers who liv'd there ; | and I ſaw him! one 
day dreit like one of thoſe people,and he had lain all the 
Door and Window of his Lodging with old Cloaths ; fo 
that one that did not know him, would have taken 
him for one of that Trade; and he himſelf fitring with- 
out, in a great Chair, with an Apron before him,ſcold- 
ing with his next Neighbour, all one as if he had been 
his fellow. In ſhort, ' unleſs. twas they who had know! 
him very' well, every body took him for a Broker. One

rid away With it. The Duke, who had no mind to 
loſe it, runs after him in the ſtreet as hard as he could

him leaye off thoſe fort of diverſions, but 'twas all one 
with hitn, hewas at if - a in two or threedays, ha- 
ving 4 temper fo naturally inclin'd to ſomething odd 
arid unuſual, that he was never better pleas'd than when 
he was thus expoſing himſelf: This was the. cauſe 
he was fo very much beloy'd by all the common people 
where ever he came. In ſhort, he was always familiar 
with them, and would go to Dinner with a poor man, 
aftoon as. with a'rich; he would ſtand Godfacher to 
any of their Children, and would have all ſuch wheſe 
Children he had fo ſtood for call him Brother, he would 
at leaft call them by no other name, and often has keen 
ſeen ro ſtop m his Coach at a poor Tradeſman's Door to

Firce : As for me, I had been ſo extreamly fatigu'd 
with making two Campaigns in one year, thar: I was 
left behind fick in the on of Monſgeur Pillors 


Brigadier of Horfe, where, when 1 verily believ'd I | 


ſhould dye, I was cur'd by a kind of miracle; for 
when every body had given me over, a Trooper that 
was taken Priſoner by one of our Parties, and was put 
intoa Houfe next Door to where I lodg'd, told me, he 
would undertake ro cure me, if I would give him as 
much as wou'd pay his Ranſom, \ The price was fo 
ſmall, that I made no difficulty _ of bargaining with 
him, ſo he gave me a Doſe niade up with Brandy,Sugar, 
Cinnamcn, Pepper, and a certain Powder which he 
had in a Tob2cco Box. This Compoſition ſo ſtrength- 
ned my Stomach, that in eight days time I was able to 
pet on Horicback. Afoon as I was well, I reſolv'd tg 
g0 to Mr. de Tzarenue, who ſeveral times in my Sickneſs 
ad rhe goodneſs to ſend to the Quarter, to know how 
it went with me; but Mr. Pillozs would by no means let 
me go yet, for fear of a relapſe. During the time he 
kept me thus, I had an PPT Aney 40 lo him a piece 
of ſervice, which very much obligd him, and which, 
without vanity I may ſay, was very much for my Re- 
putation, tho rook no great pains in it neither 3 the 
Enemy had befieg'd a little Town near Hombarg, and 
he having Orders to relieve it, drew together what 
CIOs were at hand, which making not above 2500 
Horſe, he found *rwould be a difficult thing, the Be- 
fiegers having receiv'd a great Reinforcement, ſo thar 
were at leaſt feven or eight thouſand Men ; he 
call'd a Counſel of War about it, and every body was 
of the opinion, that 'twas not a thing pradticable, 
without expoſing the Troops to manyfeſt ruine. I ſaw 
him ſo extreamly afMlied with.it, that made me gy if 
Icould find any way to comfort him : I had heard ay, 
that ſometimes Polzcy goes beyond Strength, and being 
reſolv'd'to ſtudy upon it, I put my invention to the 
rack, and at laſt a thoughr came into my head, which 


' afterwards had a ſuccels as happy as 1 could delire 
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This was nothing but to write a Letter to the Governor, 
rhat it not being proper to attempt the relief: of the 
place with leſs than ten thouſand Men, Monſieur Prilozs 
could not get ready before, but tharnow he was march- 
ing to his ſucco-, and by two a Clock the next day he 
would give the Enemy a Viſit, and that he ſhould on- 
ly hold out the place ſo long, and he ſhould be an Eye- 
witneſs of the Sport, This Letter was to be carry d, 
dire&ted to the Governor, bur fo to be contriv'd, that 
it might fall into the Hands of the Enemy ; and alſo it 
was to beorder'd, that he who carry'd it ſhould not be 
rivy to the defigi neither. Having laid all theſe mea- 
ures, I defird Mr.de Pillozs, that he ſhould ger the 
richeſt Man in thoſe pre he could meer with, and 
threaten him, that if he cid nat carry that Letter fafe, 
he would not only burn his Houſe down, and all thar 
was 1n it, but he would certainly hang him, if everhe 
came home again; he had conhdenceenough in me to 
do- all this for me, without inquiring upon what ac- 
count 3 and having got a Man, he would fain have ex- 
cus'd himſelf upon the account of the difficulty of paſ- 
fing the Enemies Lines, ' but he had as gocd have faid 
nothing, Mr. P:ffos told him, in ſhort, he ſhould ei- 
ther go of this Errand, or of another into the next 
World ; fo ſeeing there was no remedy, he prepar'd to 
20 on the Meſlage : But while he was getting ready,my 
Hoſt, who I had gain'd with a promiſe uf a great re- 
ward, got before him, and ſtaying by the way, met 
him, and made him believe he was going about ſome 
buſineſs the ſame way. Thus jogging on together, and 
falling into. diſcourſe, he who had the Letter- to carry 
told him, what a ſtrait he was in, adding that he was 
undone both by be that if he ſhould perform his Meſ- 
ſage, he ſhould be taken in the Camp, and hang'd for a 
Spy 3 and on the other hand, if he did nor, he ſhould 
leave his Wife and Children tothe mercy of Monſieur 
de. Pillozs, who belides the plundering and burning of 
his Houle, would treat him in the worſt manner. that 
come be 1magin'd ; that he had told him what would be 
fate, ſo that there was no room to flatter —_— 
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that he had thrown himſelf upon Providence, being 
unable to make a choice, ' when it lay between his own 
Life and theirs, who were as dear to him as his life. 
My Hoſt pretended to' pity his Misforrune, and to 
gain more upon his belief, accus'd Monheur de Pilots of 
Cruelty; however after a great deal of talk, and ex- 
prefiing his eoncern for him, he told him, rhar if he 
was in hisplace, he would en go and ſurrender himſelf 
into the hands of the Eneraies, and tell them by what 
T pare he was oblig'd to carry the Letter 3 that 
they would let him carry it into the place, or they 
would not let him, - but either way he would fave his 
Life, and his Wife, and Children, Mr. de Pillos belie- 
Ting ps was taken, endeavouring to execute his Orders, 
coukl have nothing to fay to him ; and riie Enemy on 
t other hand , would do him no hurt; fecing he had 
put himſelf voluntarily 'into their hands. e Man 
thought this was an admirable expedient, and reſolving 
to take that courſe, gave him a thouſand thanks. M 
Hott ſeeing him in ſo good a mind, had done his buſt- 
neſs, and feigning that-he was to go no farther that 
way, left him, and coming back the ſame way, he met 
Mr, de Pillows, who marcht at a venture with his 2500 
' Horſe; hegave us an account of what refolurion he had 
lefc the Man in, and we caking it for a good Omen, 
made no queſtion, but the Enemy: would rake it all 
for truth, and the rather, for that the Man himſelf had 
been really made believe, there was a very great force 
ready to march to raife the Siege z in ſhorr, 'what with 
the Man's Report, and the Letcer together, rhey were 
fo frighted, that they immediatcly reſolv'd'to raiſe the 
Siege, and retreat. $I 
We recerv'd this News when we were'come within 

CAGES of the Enemy; and Monfteur de Pillos 
having then no buſineſs to go any further, marcht back 
to his own” Quarter, where in a little time he receiv'd 
Letters from the Court, which comphmented him ex- 
tremely on this happy ſucceſs ; nor bur that it was

Juſt as I was come back from this Adventure with 

Mr, de Pillozs, there came an Officer to me and made 
me a very pleaſant Compliment, which was, that ha-

Maiſtre du Cary of the Regiment dr Rovergne, h had 
occaſion to cut his Throat a little, and defir'd meto be 
his Second. I told him I was very much his humble 
Servant, and I ſhow'd my {clf fo mott effe&ually, for 
inſtead of going to fight, as he imagin'd, I took care to 
have us di CONES TY which I * mor ag» him from fool- 
ing away his Life. This Monfteur de Afontperonx, was a 
very ſtout Man, but ſo very ſhy, that 'twas difficult to 


. conform to his temper 3 he had his Sallies of Humour, 


which made him very ridiculous ; but of all his Whims 
that was the pleaſanteſt, when the King gave him the 


Regiment ; for after the King had told him, he granted

th uneng to.him, he begg'd his Majeſty to give 'it

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the Name of ſome of the Provinces of the Kingdom ; 
tno 1t was not the cuſtom then, except for the old 
Troops ; telling the King, that he was fo little known 
in his own Country, that if the Regiment ſhould be 
call'd by his Name, no body would hit themſelves in it. 
The King thought this was ſomewhat ſtrange in a 
Gaſcon too; who generally value themſelves extream- 
ly, and don't uſe to fail fo in their own character ; 
however the King would not deny him, and he behav'd 
himſelf with a great deal of Bravery, ' till at laſt, as it 
often falls out with rhoſe who ſerve a long time m the 
Armies, che was knockt on the Head: 

I was of an age, | as I have often ſaid, that I could 
not expe to live long ; and ſo much the rather would 
not attempt to preſerve my Life at:the Expenceof "my 

tation 3 however what I had done, on account of

FT: another way to let them know, that I had as 
much Courage, or more, than they that ſaid ſo. The 
firit occaſion that offer'd me, without raking notice of 
any-thing to theſe Gentlemen, I defir'd them rogoout 
with me to diſcover the Enemy, and Icarry'd them ſo 
far, that they began to mutter at me, and told me, 1 
Had certainly been hir'd by ſome body, to bring them 
all to be murther'd ; this was all as I would have had 
It. T1 told them, I wonder 'd they ſhould difcover any 


. fear, who had been ſo ready ro cenſure others; and ma- 


king no fign of returning, I came within reach of the 
Enemies thot, when they were pleas'd to leave me. 
This gave me opportunity enough toirevenge my ſelf. 


When came back to the Camp, I rold ail this to their 


Acquaintance, and to my own Friends, how they had 
quitted me afloon as I came to the Enenues Quarter rj 


and tho ſome people did not fail to tell them again, yer 
they thought ir convenient to take no notice ofat, leſt a 
Man who valu'd his life fo little, as they themſelves. had 
ſeen, ſhould nor be always in the humour to bear their 
RefleQions. Indeed I was very unhappy to be fo much 
talkt of, for ſo ſmall a matter 3 ſince the like happen'd 
to anorher Man but tother day, and no notice at all 
taken of it. Every body knows, that the Marquis de 
Crequi having challeng'd a Collonel, the Collonel, in- 
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ſtead of meering him as he had appointed, goes and 


acquaints the Marquis his Father, who was General of 
the Army, and taking hum with him to the place, they 
found the Marquis there with his Second ; who being 
ſ{urpriz'd, as nv doubt any Son would have been, to ſee 
his Father in ſuch a caſe; and ſceing there was no way 
to conceal the defign, he threw himſelf at his feer, and 
promis d him never to attempt it more. There 1s no- 
thing but good fcrtune and bad in the World. This 
Collonel was fo far from hurting his Reputation, that 
he encrealt it, and paſt for a wiſeman 3 and yer I not 
only ſuffer d in {uch a caſe, but had the misfortune to 
have ſeveral of my Friends refle& on me as well as the 
reſt, and I had no opportunity to tell them my mind, 
tho I defir'd it exceedingly 3 above all, an account of a 
certain bluftring Fellow call'd Ch ateas Bantot, who, it 
we would believe himſelf, was the ttouteſt man in the 
Army ; I had my Eye upon him, I never came into his 
Company but I thwarted him, upon which he grew 
ſo reſerv'd, that I often found he had a great deal of 
patience, and ealily percery'd he was not {uch a Bravo 
as he faid he was. .I ought indeed to have been content 
to have mortify'd him im this manner, bur I watcher for 
a further opportunity, which at latt ofter'd it ſelf when 
I leaſt lookr for it. When I return'd to the Camp the 
next Campaign, I came to Ir, Di/ier one day, when 
_ there being a great many Troops in the place , I had 
like to have lain im the ſtreetall night, bur that ar lait 
I found our an Hoſt, who by the help of a Crown pro- 
cur d mea Chamber ; ſo I put my Baggage in and re- 
ſolv'd to lodge there ; I went our then to fee ſome Offi 
Ccers 
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cers of my ac hy, Low while was walking wil 
them, 1eur de Chatean Bantot comes into - the 
fame Inn, and finding there was never a Chamber bur 
mine,. makes bold to- turn my Baggage out and take 

in ; as ſoon as I came back they told me how it 
was, and not believing any man could be fo im- 
pudent, I run up Stairsto inform my ſelf ; I was ſur- 
priz'd to find him there who I wanted ſuch an occaſion 


againſt, and he was noleſs, when he ſaw who it was he 


was like to be concern'd with; bur not giving him 
time to make his excuſe, I clapt the door to and. bolt- 
ed it, and told him there was no reaſon I ſhould have 
the advantage of rhe Inn ſo much, becauſe I happen'd 
ro come in an hour or two before him, bur I thought he 
beft deſerv'd the Chamber who was beſt able to keep it: 
With thoſe words I drew, expetting that he would do 
the like ; but inſtead of that , he told me he would 
not be guilty of ſuch an ill a&ion 3 that he acknow- 
ledg'd he had abus'd me, and as a further mark of it, 
he would immediately remove his Baggage, if I pleas'd 
to let them be carried away. I was aſham of his 
Cowardice, and putting up my Sword, I rold him thar 
at leaſt then, he ſhould behave himſelf more modeſtly 
for the future,that I had born a great deal from him,bur 


' I ſhould not always take it ſo ; that I would not uſe 


him/as he had done me ; tho I had much more reaſon; 
that I now was fatished he had a great deal more 
Tongue than Courage, and I ſhould take occafion ſome 
Time or other to tell him fo, if he did not take care to 
uſe me betrer. Thus I remain'd Maſter of the Cham- 
ber, which I was not a little glad of I aflure you ; for 
I muſtown to you, I had rather it had been he than a- 
gy Perſon in the World, for tho I know I ought to for- 


| EIve, yet I could not help being thoroughly pleas'd at 
U 


ch an opportunity to revenge my ſelf, This accident 
however made him quit the Army, and go and ſerve

As for me,1 was ſtill Aid de Camp, and tho the King | 

had ſeveral in the Army who wore long Beards as well . 

as I, as the Marquisde Argeax,and the Marquis d' Arcy, 
yer none of chem would pretend to diſpute the Seniori- 
ty with me; however I was ſtill very vigorous, and 
Monkeur de Twrexne would ſay of me fomerimes, that 
*ewas pity Þ began fo late, and that, if I had as good a 
conſtirution of body to the War, as Thad of mind, EF 
ſhould have been able ro do any thing. Indeed I us'd 
to tire two. or three Horſes a day; I was fo conſtantly 
riding about in every corner, that they call'd me the 
views? General of the Army. I did not dothis to make 
ople believe great things of me, but 'twas my de- 
light z; and 1 always choſe rather to pleaſe all the world, 
if 'twas poſlible, than to give offence to any ; and I 
know bur one man inthe whole Army, that complain'd 
of me, and I leave the world to judge, whither thar 
was my faultor no. Inthe Regiment of Horſe de Har- 
court there was a Gentleman of Fexin, call'd Bellebuine, 
whoſe Father having been one of my acquaintance, a 
Captain m the Guards, I thought my felf oblig'd now 
and then, to give his Son a hint of my obſervations 
| of his conduct, and I had told him of ſeveral things 
which I thought were not very much -for his repu- 
| tation ; indeed he was very debaucht, and, tho he 
had a very honeſt Woman to his Wife, yet herun away 
from her, and follow'd a Gang of nafty eommon 
Whores ; This could nor but produce ill efte&s on him, 
and all that I had foretold him came to paſs; he was 
lookt upon in the Regiment, as one who 'twas ſcanda- 
lous to befeen with, and befides he had done two or 
three very diſhonourable a&tions,. and ro compleat all, 
he brought rhe foul diſeaſe with him from Pars ; and 
whether he wanted Courage, or was unable to ſerve on 
cheſe accounts, I know nor, but he came ro me one 
day, and dehr'd me to ask leave of Monfieur de Tx- 
renne, for him to go ſomewhere to be cur'd : We had 
then theEnemiesArmy juftat ourT renches,and thnking 
it was not a proper time for any Man toleave the Army, 
i gave him my opinion, that Mr. de Zzrenne would not 
| grant 
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fans it him; he would not take my word for it, but 
ecing I retus'd to ſpzak for him,he went to Monſieur de 
Twrenne, and askt him himſelf, but he told him the 
very ſame thingas I had ſaid, which not ſatisfying him 

he went away without leave. In ſhort, I had good 
reaſon for what ſaid, for the Armies engag'd in a day 
or two after, and had he ſtaid rill then, | hould have 
made no difficulty to haveſpoke to Monſieur de Twrenne 
for him 3 and Monſieur de Twrerme who was very civil to 
him, tld him, if he would have patience two or three 
days he ſhould go 3 but goin his own way to work, he 
was Cafſhier'd, as he well delerv'd.

In ſhore, I was no ſooner come back 
from ce Cumpagne bat one nightas I was going along 
the Faxxborrg St. Germaine very late, thre: Men (ſet 
upon me wita nak:4 Swords 1n their hands, and 1- 
knew him to be at the heal of them. I was not {6 


much furpriz'd, bur that I had time to ask him in cold 


blood, if it was poſivle for a Gentleman ro b2 con- 
cern'd in ſuch a piece of Villany. I confeſshe had ben 
in a great many ill ations, as I have befcreobſerv'd ; 
and now, havinz reduc'd himſelf to the laſt extcemity, 
he had litted in the Gens d' Arms, where, tho I do nut 
ſay but there may be ſome honeſt Gentlemen, yer I 
ſhall nor fear to ſay alſo, there are others, who will 
ſtick at no mannec of crime z here it was chart he fur- 
niſh'd himſelf for all ſort of Villany, and I believe 
'twas by concert wich theſe people, he that undertook 
an ation, horrid : I was 1n the more danger from 
theſe Rogues, becauſe 'twas very late, and I could hope 
for nv help trom_ the 'Watch, for they were gone, iT

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being near day: ButT had not fo much work with 
them as I expeRed ; and taking care to fet my back a- 
inſt a Shop, that they oj not come behind me, I 
flood od upon my Defence; I have wondred a thou- 
ſand times, r cory 8 the paſſage, how it came to 
paſs, fince they had Villany enough to contrive fuch an 
ation, that they had not arm'd themſelves in another 
manner 3 but fo it pleasd God to order it, I kept 
them-off in that faſhion with the point of my Sword; 
till at laſt a Coach was heard, which was the Duke 
Leſdigaieres, aſſoon as ever the Villains ſaw the 
Flambeaus they fled ; and the Duke, who was in his 
Coach; knowing me by the light, made his Coach ſtop; 

and askt me what was the matter2 I would not t

Indeed I 
had better have doneſo, but T was born tobe a Beggar ; 
I receiv'd the intereſt but a very little while ; and the 
Gentleman dying, the King gave the place to Monſieur 
de Brifae, Major--of the Guard dx Corps, without any 
regard to the Obligation the other had made : Thad 
laid my meaſures fo fooliſhly, that inftead of taking an 
Aſſignment of the Deed from the perſon I lent the Mo- 
ney to, with his Security for the payment, I let him be 
_ and my ſelf be conſtituted 1n wt ſo what all 
e hopes I had, was upon the ſucceffiion of Monfieur 
4 Arbouſte, who held the ſaid Government ; but then 
underſtanding that he owed already more than he was 
worth, that thought was at an end; but *1en we 
reckond,thar if the King had an account of the Caſe,he 
would cauſe Monfieur de Briſſac to pay us ; and the ra- 
ther becauſe the Marcfchal 4” Humieres was concern'd, 
who we thought had intereſt enough to appear for us ; 
the perſon I had done this withal had great Friends too, 
it was Mr. de Saillant, Brother to Mr. de Montanban, 
Lieutenant General in the King's Army ; but tho this 
Man did his endeavour, the other did not flir in it, 
relling us 'twas to no purpofe, for that Mr. de Briſac 
not being able to pay us, to trouble the King abour it, 
would but be ro ask him to give us fo much Money our 
of his own Coffer :- But this did not ſatishe Mr. de Sail- 
{ant and me ; and as I did not care neither to appear 
too publickly in it, all the care of the matter lay upon 
Mr. de Saillant, who to fay the truth, ſpar'd no painsin 
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_thebuſineſs ; bur *twas three mon s before he could 
have a word. of anſwer, tho :he had givenabundance of 
Petitions to the King with his own hand ; at laſt Mon- 

fieur de Lagvors rold him, that if he would not offend 
-the Kiog, e ſhould defiit his pretenſions in this affair, 
and think of ſomeching elſe to ask of the King to make 
him ſacisfation. This was enough to let us know our 
Money was loft. ,. Bur Monſieur de Saillawt thinking 
himſelf oblig'd on my account, but: chiefly on account 
of his own Family , not to be put off ſo, preſented ftill 
ſeveral other Peritions ro the King, to one of which the 
King anſwer'd him himſelf, that he might know of the 
Mareſchal d' Humieres how that affair ſtood. Mr. de 
Saillant having told me this, I troubled my ſelf no fur- 
ther, thinking that Mr. d' Humieres having already 
told us his mind, he had made his Court at the expence 
of our Caule, but I did-him wrong; for very gene- 
roully he had told the King, that if he had not impor- 
uns him, 'twas becauſe his Majeſty had already been 
ſo bountiful ro him, and that in his Majelties favour he 
could not be the poorer. for the loſs of 40 thouſand 
Francs ; but that it was otherwiſe with Mr. de Saillarr, 
who, beſides that he was not very rich, had alſo a very 
_ great Family ; as for me he ſaid nothing, for as I aid I

the War was more Epered, it was ſtill proportionably 
ſucceſsful on our fide,the King having taken the Franche 
Comte; and the Prince of Conde,who made head againit 
the Prince of fs a having taken his Baggage at the 
Bartel of Seneff, and made him raiſe the Siege of Oude» 
nerd, Tn all theſeplaces there fell a world of Men, and 
a Peace feem'd equally needful ro both parties, but one 
thing rendred it 1mpoſſible ro be effeted. The Mar- 
quis de Grana had been too cunning for Prince William 
of Farſtemberg, now Biſhop of Srasbourg, and had 
ſurpriz'd him in the City of Cologne, taken him 
Priſoner ; and this had quite broken off all the Treaties 
then on'foot for the Peace of Chriftendom. He was 
carry d to Newftadt under a firong Guard 3 and the 
Emperor, who knew he was deep 1n' the intereſts of 
his Enemies, and afraid too of his capacity, refoliv'd to 
detain him, tho the a&ion was wig woe, f by all the 
world, as againſt the Laws of Nations ; the Prince be- 
inzat the Atlembly at Cologne, on the port of the Ele- 
ctor of that name z and the violence otfer'd him there 
was enough, without any further defign upon him: 
and e were the more concern'd at this too, becaule 
of all things the Emperor himſelf was a Prince far 


_ from any ſuch ill defigns ; but ſome of his States-men 


periwading him, that he could not be ſafe withour ic, 
and that this Prince Filkam had as much credit in the 
Empire as himfelf, he made his no oro ftoop to his 
Intereſt , and fo his ruine was concluded on ; and if the

mighty religious Prince, and whoſe Conſcience would 
not permit hm. to'contradit he Ione, ſuffer'd himſelf 
co be bluſter'd onr of his intentions, by the high words 
of this Church-man, and fo chan d the Sentence from 
that of ,Death ro cloſe Impriſonment.

before the Enemy could be i other, the King had 

en two or three of their beſt places; by this means 
the Low. Comntries grew weaker and weaker, tho indeed, 
'twas chiefly by the negligence of the Court of Sparn ; 
for inſtead of committing the Government of thoſe 
Countries to. an experienc d Soldier, that underſtood 
rhe the Duke de Villa Hermoſa was then Governor, 
who had never ſery'd in any degree above a Captain of 
Horſe, and was no way a match for the old politick 
Commanders in the King's Army. The Spamard had 
another failing too, which was that they wanted Money 
to make azines for their Forces; whereas the King 
could rake the Field in the middle of Winter, and his 
Men had no neceſſities to encounter, but the ſeverity of 
the ſeaſon; all theſe thingy ought to have inclin'd them

The death of Monſieur de Tzrenne was daily in my 


thoughts, and if T had had the leaſt inclination to a ſo-

been always my averhon, I made no advantage of the 
example that great man left me, who had reſolv'd to 
retire himſelf among the Fathers of the Oratory if ever 
he had out-hv'd the War. I ſpeak this ro my own 
ſhame, that an o!d Fellow as I was of above threeſcore 
and ten , ſhould be ſo fond of the World at that Age ; 
that I could not be perſwaded to forſake it. To ſpeak 
the truth,1I did not ſcem ſoold as I was,asI have ſaid be- 
fore, for thol might have been truſted ſafely enough with 
Women, yet my Age ir ſeems did not appear fo much, 
but that I was capable of making ſome people jealous : 
Indeed I was the occaſion that a Gentleman of Picar- 
ay, whoſe name I ſhall conceal, made a pretty ſort of an 
eſlay upon hisWife, which might have been a fineHiſtory 
if it had been publick, for being become extraordinary 
jealous of his Wife, he gets him a Fryers habit, one of 
the ſame fort he knew his Wife went to Confeſſion to 

and having brib'd her Page to be true to him, he order'd 
it ſo that when ſhe ſent the boy for her Confeſlor, he 
ſhould bring her word that he was not well, but that 
he had ſent one of his Fellows - of the Order.

While I ſpent my time thus, the Kings Army had 
enough to do to repulſe the Germans, and hardly cou'd 
keep them from preſſing into France it ſelf ; for the 
death of Monficur de Tyrenne was not the only misfor- 
rune that befel us, for there happen'd a worſe at Treves, 
were the Mareſchal de Crequi was fo intirely beaten 
that we have very rarely heard of ſuch a defeat; moſt 
people, eſpecially thoſe that did not know how things 


. were carry d,thought the accident which befelM.Yignor:, 
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the Governour of 77eves,was the occaſion ; they thoughr 
I fay that he having agreed with Mr. de Cregqw to fally 
out and fall upon the Enemies Rear, and being kill d 
in the march, which the General knew nothing of, was 
the cauſe of the difaſter,it being impoſſible ro provide a- 
gun all things,but I muſt explain this; forMr.deCrequ: 

new well enough before that Ro Horſe had thrown him 
and broke his Neck , the Kings Lieutenant of Treves 
having ſent him word of it by an Exprels: the real occa- 
fon of the misfortune was, that inſtead of 200 Horſe, 
which he had ordered to go out to forrage, the order 
was miſtaken, and all the Horſe went our, ſo that when 
the Enemy appeard, there was no Horſe to receive the 
Charge or to cover the Foot, However ['rwas, this Nr

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fair perplext the Court very much, if the Enemy cou'd

ſtop it, yet I was of ſo ſtrong a conſtitution, that I do 
not thuik I was founder at.25 years of Age ;: from 
whence I could not believe I was fo ill as. they faid I 
was; and no body would tell me of it, but ſeeing-my 
Valet de Chambre cry, 1 would know what was the 
matter with him, and he told me it was becauſe the 
Chyrurgeon had told him I was a dead man ; I fay the 
Chyrurgeon becauſe you muſt know I fell tick in the 
Country, and having no Do&toy at hand, I would nor 
let them ſend for one : I was not frighted at. what rhe 
Boy ſaid, but finding my diſtemper increaſe, 1 fent to 
Parts for a Horſe Litter to carry me thither,being abour 
12 miles off; being brought thither I ſent tor a Door 
that us'd to come to me, one Fonrquer,and the firit thing 
he askt me was, if I had not had a debauch; I askt him 
what he meant 74 it, for there was ſeveral forts of de- 
bauches ; that if he meant of women, I had not been a 
hater of the Sex in my time,but he told me he meant as 
to Wine, adding withal that if it was from that, he 
would not undertake me, for it would be impoſlible to 
recover me 3 I affurd him there was no ſuch thing, up- 
on which he told me then there was hope, however 
he would promiſe me nothing, for I was ancient -and 
tnerefore he adyis d me toſend for a Prieft, and make 
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1s even for afiotherWorld,I believ ; 


pong ſelf page toGods mercy and the art; un 
t me into his management, and me in his 
hands five Months intire, 1n na, 0a took ſome 
Phyſick or other ofhim every other day : This is a fto- 


ry every one may not believe, that one of ſeventy years 


old ſhould hold out ſo long mn a Diſtemper, that often

to tell me had given trte over, however, tho both from 
my. Diſtemper and my Age I had reaſori enough to fear, 
yet I had no apprehenſion on me, I only defir'd him, to 
continue his good Offices,and come to {ee me as he us'd 
to do, but he like a very honeſt man, would not take 
any more Money; and tho my diſtemper held me four 
longer, he never fail'd coming to ſee me: 
ſhould teil you a lye if 1 ſhould fay, IT was in as much 
pain all that time as I was before; for I had a great deal 
of eaſe to what I us'd ro have,bur being not at all curd, 
and reſolv'd if 'twere poſſible, whateTe it coſt, to get

Gregorie found means to get 
them clear well enough, but we having ſome people 
in the Town; who gave us.an accouut of every thing 
that paſt, we had advice not only cf their going our, 
but of their errand to Bruſſels, and could have trac'd 
them thither if it had been needful ; bur we contented 
our ſelves to watch them ſo exattly,as to be ſure of them 
as they came back.
